country and city school districts. 
Clayton said his $900 million plan 
will elim inate 
“ windfalls” 
for 
suburban districts and provide more 
money for big city schools than the 
finance plan representatives proposed 
the final day of the regular legislative 
session May 30. 
House Bill 750, the proposal 
education leaders presented to a joint 
House-Senate conference committee 
on May 30, would have allocated $108 
million for equalization aid to poor 
districts and $318 million to reducing 
the amount local districts, and hence 
local taxpayers, are required to pay. 
“ Since Plano is considered a 
suburban school system, we certainly 
are concerned over the speaker’s 
belief that suburban schools would 
receive a ‘windfall’ if the HB 750 
conference committee report was 
adopted,” commented 
commented 
PISD Public Information Director 
Jerry Smith, the school district’s link 
to legislative activity. 
“It is most difficult to evaluate 
Clayton’s DroDOsal without seeing a 
printout of the actual dollars that it 
will make available to Plano,” Smith

Foresees 
Big Surplus 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter 
today 
accelerated 
his 
timetable for balancing the federal 
budget, predicting a surplus of $3.9 
billion in fiscal 1980. 
This is a full year ahead of the 
schedule the President set for himself 
after taking office in January. The 
surplus would show in time for Carter 
to use it as a re-election campaign 
issue. 
But the President in the first long- 
range economic assumptions of his 
administration cautioned that the 
estimates take into consideration only 
piesent conditions. 
The 
President 
forecast 
real 
economic growth of about 5 per cent 
for the next four years and unem­ 
ployment on a slow but steady 
downward slide. The current jobless 
rate of 6.9 per cent would drop to 6 per 
cent over the next 18 months, then 
creep downward to 4.5 per cent over 
the following four years. 
The improving economy would 
provide the administration with a 
budget surplus of $42.1 billion in fiscal 
1961 and $75.5 billion in fiscal 1982. 
In more immediate assessments, 
however, the President estimated 
federal spending will exceed income 
by $61.5 billion in fiscal 1978, the 
second upward revision in the budget 
deficit in five months. 
Next year's red ink would be 
followed by a $31.8 billion deficit in 
fiscal 1979 — the lith consecutive year 
that federal spending would have 
exceeded income. 
But thereafter conditions would 
improve as federal spending in­ 
creased at a slower rate than income 
from taxes and other sources. The 
administration projected outlays for 
fiscal 1980 would be $532.7 billion, an 
increase of less than $70 billion from 
next year. 


Grass Blaze 
Attributed 
To Fireworks 
A grass fire Thursday afternoon has 
been attributed to fireworks. 
Fire Marshal Bill Threet said the 
blaze at Coit and Yeary Rds. was 
caused by a bottle rocket. A police 
department spokesman said officers 
received only two reports of the illegal 
incendiaries. 
Officers also answered 57 calls for 
assistance and investigated five cases 
of criminal mischief, two thefts, a 
bicycle theft, the burglary of a motor 
vehicle and a residential burglary. 
A 17-year-old man was arrested for 
no drivers license. Firefighters an­ 
swered five ambulance calls and 
extinguished a car fire. 


Local Fund Assignment (LFA) in­ 
crease of more than $215,000 based on 
agricultural use values. 
“House Bill 750 would provide Plano 
approximately $1.5 million in new 
state money but that would go directly 
to cover increased costs for higher 
operating costs, utility bills, salaries 
and grow th,” explained the in­ 
formation director. 
“And considering that Plano would 
have an $87,000 increase in its LFA 
certainly doesn’t make HB 750 a 
‘windfall’ in our eyes.” 
F urther detailing his proposal, 
House Speaker Clayton said each 
local district will be allowed to choose 
whether state calculations of its 
wealth—and resulting determinations 
of the amount of state aid it will 
receive—will be based on full market 
value or agricultural use values of 
property in the district. 
“The district can pick the method 
which benefits it most,” Clayton said. 
“The essence of this proposal is that it 
recognizes rural-urban differences 


and provides a mechanism to cope 
with these differences.” 
Districts that use full market values 
will have their share of education 
costs computed at a rate of 19 cents 
for each $100 worth of property. 
Agricultural use values will be 
multiplied by 20.5 cents for each $100 
to determine the local share to be paid 
by a district. 
The House Speaker acknowledged 
the earlier proposals would have 
benefited suburban districts such as 
Plano more than other schools. 
His bill also includes a $312 million 
increase in teacher salaries 
“We will examine both the HB 750 
conference committee report and 
Clayton’s proposal closely before the 
House Public Education Committee 
begins hearings next Thursday in 
Austin,” the PISD’s Smith concluded. 
“Our goal is to get a new bill passed 
because anything will be better for 
Plano than having to operate another 
two years under HB 1126, the current 
school financing bills.”

The gray hair and grandchildren 
pictures many people associate with 
an 
ae who admits to being over 60 
are found at the Collin County United 
Senior Activities program, but the 
stereotype old-people-in rocking- 
chairs picture is nowhere to be seen 
These are active older adults who 
enjoy doing things. 
There are three senior activities 
program centers in the Collin County 
program, in McKinney and Far­ 
mersville and at Plano Community 
House. Although Plano is the largest 
of the three cities, it serves fewer 
people each day, and Dr. Don Ren- 
shaw, chairman of the Collin County 
Committee on Aging which ad 
ministers the program, feels this is 
because “ ...we have not reached the 
minority community...and they are 
certainly welcome.” 
Nancy Kelley is site manager for 
the Plano group, which includes about 
20 regulars, many of them married 
couples. 
The activities begin at IO a m. 
Monday through Wednesday and 
Friday, with lunch served at noon 
Transportation is available for those 
persons who need it, and for regular 
participants who are unable to attend 
because of illness, meals can be 
delivered. The program provides for 
delivery of ten percent of the total 
number meals. 
The county-wide program is funded 
for serving 13ikmeals per day. but at 
present, the average is only 92 meals 
per day. 
Funding is provided through Title 


VTI of (he Older Americans Act on a 90 
percent federal-IO percent local funds 
basis The Collin County grant was 
received in March, some $72,000 
paned with $8,000 generated from 
churches and civic organization 
contributions and one donation from 
the city of Farmersville. If. during the 
first year of the grant, the 130-meal- 
per day goal is not attained, the grant 
will becut upon its renewal. However, 
should this total be exceeded sub­ 
stantially, the grant could be in­ 
creased through reapplication 


A one-time grant of $43,000 has just 
l>een awarded the Collin County 
program by Title III for the purchase 
of three new vans. 
The vans will be used for tran 
sporting the elderly to the senior 
activities program, for taking them to 
doctors appointm ents, shopping, 
delivering meals, etc 
In addition to these services, 
nutrition education and health and 
welfare counseling are offered. 


Dr 
Renshaw stressed 4hat the 
program is not a welfare or charity 
project Participants pay according to 
their ability by placing whatever they 
can afford in the small envelopes next 
to their lunch trays and sealing diem. 
The envelopes are not signed, and if 
one is unable to pay, he is not required 
to 
The average amount of con­ 
tributions is between 50 and 75 cents. 
The monies are deposited in an 
escrow account to be applied toward 
the county’s ten percent share of the 
funding for next year’s program. 
The program now employs five 
persons, but more are to be hired 
when the new vans are purchased. 
Other expansion plans are in the 
making, too, with a senior council now 
being formed as an advisory body so 
that the program participants can 
have more of a hand in the ad­ 
ministration of the project, in offering 
suggestions and making complaints.

tries, but shouldn’t we stop 
foreign aid to all abusers of 
human rights?” 
‘‘This is particularly true 
of Ethiopia,” Collins con­ 
tinued. “ Not only have they 
denied even the smallest of 
Human Rights, but they 
demanded the closing of all 
United States facilities in 
their country—in effect, 
kicking us out. Yet Carter 
still wanted to give them $42 
Million.” 
The House successfully 
deleted aid to Uganda, Cuba, 
Ethiopia 
and

reparations to Vietnam from 
the Carter Bill; but when it 
finally passed, the bill 
represented an increase of $2 
billion over FY ‘77. The 
Carter Administration Ins 
announced that it will seek 
an even larger increase next 
year, aimed at doubling this 
year’s appropriation in 5 
years. 
Observing this increase, 
Collins said, “ We must rely 
more on private charity and 
international 
assistance 
organizations to provide 
humanitarian aid to the 
nations of the world. Instead 
of these giveaways, we 
should be building up our 
Social Security reserves and 
balancing

budget. 
President Carter is on the 
wrong track in increasing 
and Continuing Foreign 
Aid.”

Injuries from fireworks 
accidents — particularly eye 
injuries — are showing an 
ominous upswing, says the 
National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness. 
Issuing 
the 
Society’s 
traditional holiday warning, 
Virginia S. 
Boyce, 
the 
organization’s 
executive 
director, said that estimates 
for last year showed 2,443 
eyes injured — double the 
number reported in the last 
published 
annual 
count 
issued by the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
for 1973. 
'Hie Society has for years 
advocated effective state 
and federal regulation of all 
pyrotechnics. Its position is 
that fireworks of all kinds 
should be taken out of the 
open 
marketplace 
and 
limited to licensed public 
display. 
“ It has been a long and 
frustrating battle,” Mrs. 
Boyce 
said. 
“ Model 
fireworks control legislation 
has been enacted into law in 
28 states, but even there 
bootlegging and illegal sales 
defy its purpose. 
“ The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, 
the 
federal agency responsible 
for protecting the public 
from these hazards, last 
year moved to outlaw the 
sale of firecrackers over Va­ 
rnell long. This move was 
heralded by headlines like 
‘CPSC Takes the Bang Out of 
the Fourth’, but in fact and 
in spite of our appeals, the 
’76 ruling still allowed other 
equally hazardous common 
fireworks such as rockets, 
roman candles, mines, shells 
and most sparklers, as well 
as the smaller firecrackers, 
and efforts for truly effective 
control of these devices 
through action at the federal 
level seem to be at a half, at 
least 
for 
the 
coming 
holidays. 
“ It seems paradoxical that 
we are so ready to leap into 
action against an unproven 
health threat like saccharin, 
but look the other way as 
hospital emergency rooms 
file 
actual 
reports 
of 
fireworks casualties.” 
Frequently the victims are 
children and often the in­ 
nocent 
bystander. 
The 
Society urges parents to 
keep fireworks out of the 


hands of the young and keep 
inherently explosives, and 
their children away from

Dear Doc: Our 6-year-old 
crabapple 
has 
declined 
noticeably this spring. In 
checking the 
trunk 
for 
borers I found the nylon 
twine that originally held the 
soil ball and burlap together. 
Now it’s constricting the 
trunk. Could this kill the 
tree? Should I look farther 
for borers? 
That’s a condition called 
“ gird lin g .” 
Net 
resu lt: 
phloem 
(dow nw ard con­ 
ducting tissue) is severed 
and food is no longer trans­ 
located down to the roots. 
The plant will 
gradually 
decline, 
much as 
you’ve 
noted. 
Take a stout-bladed knife 
and make a series of vertical 
cuts through the twine. Use 
pliers to pull as much of the 
twine as possible free from 
the trunk, make clean cuts 
along the edges of the 
wound, then spray with 
pruning paint. 
R egarding borers, yes, 
you should check further. 
Wounds of this type are ideal 
entries for insects. Spray 
with an appropriate borer 
remedy as needed. 
Dear Doc: Is it true that 
chiggers are worse in ber­ 
muda lawns? 
Ifs rare 
that 
chiggers 
develop in well maintained 
turfgrass, 
even 
bermuda. 
Generally mowing, watering 
and fertilizing discourage 
them . 
Spraying 
with 
diazinon and sevin should 
rem edy 
any 
occasional 
problem. 
D ear Doc: 
Two large 
waxleaf ligustrums in front 
of our house suddenly died 
last week. We saw no in­ 
sects, have used no weed 
killers and kept them well 
watered. Is there a disease? 
We have several others we’d 
like to protect. 
It sounds like cotton root 
rot, particularly because of 
its rapidity. This is a soil­ 
borne 
fungal disease for 
which 
we 
have, 
un­ 
fortunately, no chem ical 
control. Keep your survivors 
well drained to protect 
against root deterioration 
Avoid 
high-nitrogen 
plant 
foods and replace with a 
resistant species such as one 
of the hollies. 
Dear Doc: How likely are 
the spreading junipers like 
Tam and Wiltons Carpet to 
have 
problems 
with 
bagworms? We don’t want 
high maintenance plants. 
Bagworms seldom trouble 
these plants, perhaps due to 
their low, spreading habit 
and resulting exposure to 
high tem peratures. Diazinon 
or malathion used as needed 
will control any that do start 
to feed. Chances are you’ll 
not need to spray more than 


* 


one time in 3 or 4 years. 
Dear Doc: How soon can 
we transplant our daffodils? 
We plan to convert one bed 
from 
flowers to a 
fall 
vegetable garden. 
Let the tops yellow and die 
back to the ground. Allow a 
couple of weeks for good 
measure, then start digging, 
probably sometime in mid- 
July. 
Dear Doc: Can we put 
grass clippings directly on 
our garden? 
It’s better to compost them 
first. Grass clippings pack 
and mat badly as they dry 
out. By composting them 4-8 
weeks you can keep them 
turned and cerated. 


Dear Doc: So many dif­ 
ferent fertilizers! Is there 
any one fertilizer that would 
do for both shrubs and trees 
and the lawn. Also, how often 
and how much? 
Use 
a 
com plete 
and 
balanced fertilizer such as 
10-10-5, 12-8-4, 10-5-5, or 12-6- 
6, 1-2 pounds per IOO square 
feet. Make 3 or 4 applications 
per year, startin g after 
M arch 15 and finishing 
before September 15. 
Dear Doc: The power 
company has to cut some big 
limbs out of our pecan trees 
this week. Will this hurt the 
trees? 
It shouldn’t if they do a 
good job of pruning (cuts 
close to 
the 
trunk, 
no 
stripped 
bark, 
wounds 
covered with pruning paint, 
etc.). 
Dear Doc: Is there any 
way of getting bamboo out of 
St. Augustine? 
Not without killing the St. 
Augustine at the sam e time. 
DSMA or MSMA are good 
controls for the aggressive 
grass, but they’re both sure 
death to St. Augustine (safe 
on bermuda). Perhaps you’ll 
want to go ahead and spray 
weekly for a month to get rid 
of the invaders, then dig a 
trench and put in sheet metal 
or concrete 30-36 inches 
deep. In any event, it’s a 
challenge. 
Dear Doc: It is hard to 
fertilize our several hanging 
baskets, since water runs out 
so rapidly. Do you have any 
tips? 
Try using a liquid fertilizer 
diluted with water in a large 
tub or bucket. Submerge the 
soil ball for one or two hours 
and your plants will be both 
watered and fertilized. 
Dear Doc: There are dead 
leaves all over our red oak 
tree but we’ve seen no in­ 
sects. Are there diseases 
that cause such problems? 
No, but it could still be an 
insect. A gall-forming insect 
does lay eggs in small red 
oak twigs, causing a minor 


swelling of the stem and 
dead leaves from that point 
out. T here’s usually no 
perm anent dam age and 
control is difficult. 
Dear Doc: You’ve several 
tim es advocated always 
collecting grass clippings, 
saying it's most essential. 
I’ve never picked up clip­ 
pings, our grass is (and 
always has been) beautiful 
and I really question how 
necessary catching realy is. 
Comments? 
F irst, you’re probably 
mowing pretty frequently so 
th at 
all 
clippings 
are 
relatively short and quick to 
wither and decompose. Also 
you’re probably keeping up 
with regular fertilization and 
pest control.

Nearly every year home 
gard en ers often becom e 
very concerned when they 
begin noticing the bottoms of 
their tomatoes turning dark 
This is a condition called 
“ Blossom-End-Rot. ” 
Blossom-end-rot is quite a 
com mon 
occurence 
on 
tom atoes but also is a 
problem on other crops such 
as 
peppers 
and 
w ater­ 
melons. Although it may 
occur any where on the fruit, 
it generally occurs at the 
blossom end or bottom . 
It can occur at almost 
anytim e 
during 
the 
development of the fruit. It 
generally begins with the 
ap p earan ce 
of 
sm all, 
irreg u lar shaped w ater- 
soaked areas near the base 
of the fruit which darkens 
and eventually can become 
leathery in ap p earance. 
When severe enough, it 
actually appears to wrinkle 
and can deteriorate as the 
fruit matures. 
Why does blossom-end-rot 
occur? Researchers are not 
quite sure of the exact cause 
but 
m ost 
ag ree 
it 
is 
associated with a deficiency 
of calcium as well as ex­ 
cessive water loss. One thing 
is certain, and that is that 
th ere a re no pathogens 
associated 
with 
its 
oc­ 
curence. Fungus or other 
types of disease may infect 
the bottom of the fruit after 
the occurence of blossom- 
end-rot, 
but 
these 
are 
secondary in nature. 
B lossom -end-rot 
is 
a 
“physiological” disorder of 
tom ato fruit. 
Conditions 
which favor its occurence 
are those which result in 
w ater stress of the plant. 
These could be soils which 
are too wet, soils that are too 


dry, or drying winds which 
increases w ater loss from 
the foliage. 
Whenever these conditions 
occur, the plants will lose 
m ore w ater 
to the 
a t­ 
mosphere through its foliage 
than it can absorb through 
its roots. This will result in 
water loss from the plant 
and the fruit, resulting in a 
slight dessication of the 
blossom-endor the bottom of 
the tomato fruit. These cells 
die, resulting in appearance 
of the blackened area. 
The 
visual 
sym ptom s 
nccnrintpH with blnssom- 


end-rot often are the result of 
a condition which may have 
occured several days or even 
weeks prior to the symp­ 
tom s. 
T herefore, 
when 
homeowners begin to worry 
about 
the occurence of 
blossom-end-rot, the cause 
m ay have been sev eral 
weeks prior to the conditions 
causing the problem. 


What can be done about 
blossom -end-rot? It s ob­ 
vious that anything that will 
m aintain 
uniform 
soil 
moisture will help A garden 
located in well-drained soil 
Drouths Force 
Water Priority 


Drouth conditions in many 
areas m ean hom eow ners 
and gardeners must decide 
how to best use irrigation 
water 
Sometimes, certain 
plants m ay have to be 
sacrificed to save others, 
says E verett E. Janne, 
landscape horticulturist with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension Service. 
In general, plants used in 
the home landscape can be 
categorized in the following 
manner: lawn and ground 
covers, 
shrub 
borders, 
flower beds and trees. 
Since trees usually serve a 
multipurpose 
role in 
the 
landscape, providing en- 


fram em ent, 
background, 
screen and shade, they are 
difficult to rep lace and 
should generally receive 
priority when it comes to 
watering. 


Trees require years to 
become large enough to be 
effective in the landscape 
whereas a lawn or shrub 
area can be replaced in a 
season or two if weather 
conditions are favorable. 


So, if the w ater supply is 
lim ited, 
Ja n n e suggests 
using it to keep trees in as 
healthy 
a 
condition 
as 
possible even if it means 
sacrificing choice plants. 


will go a long way toward 
preventing “ BER” that is 
associated with soggy or 
overw et 
soil. 
A 
good 
mulching program will also 
help as it reduces w ater loss 
from the soil and makes it 
more available to the plant 
during dry periods. 
A uniform and consistent 
watering program is also 
vitally im portant. Foliar 
applications of 
calcium 
chloride at the rate of 2 to 4 
level teaspoons per gallon of 
water applied when con­ 
ditions are favorable for the 
occurence of “ BER” will 
help prevent this problem. 
The applications of calcium 
chloride should be made at 5 
to 7 day intervals until the 
conditions favorable for 
“ BER” no longer exist. 
It is vitally important that 
the homeowner use level 
teaspoons 
ra th e r 
than 
heaping teaspoons as severe 
dessication and burn of the 
foliage can occur if ex­ 
cessive amounts of calcium 
chloride are applied to the 
foliage. 
One of the questions that 
always comes up associated 
with “ BER” is whether or 
not the affected fruit should 
be removed from the plant. 
There are those who feel that 


the fruit exhibiting blossom- 
end-rot should be left on the 
plant because if they are 
removed the problem will 
appear on other fruit. 
Others feel the fruit should 
be removed because the 
tissue can decay and serve 
as a 
source 
of severe 
diseases later on. These fruit 
will require nourishment 
from the plant to mature 
which could be utilized to 
produce 
top 
quality 
tomatoes. But by the same 
token, these fruits are still 
edible where the affected 
area is trimmed away, 
provided no secondary rot of 
the fruit occurs. 
What 
should 
the 
homeowner do? The con- 
senses of opinion among 
Texas Horticulturists is that 
the fruit should be removed 
to allow for the development 
of first-quality fruit rather 
than mature a fruit effected 
with blossom-end-rot. 
Locate the garden in a well 
drained area of the yard, use 
a good mulching program, 
m aintain 
sufficient 
and 
adequate soil moisture for 
good 
growth, 
and 
be 
prepared to 
apply 
foliar 
applications 
of 
calcium 
chloride 
if 
the 
need 
w arrants

Recommendations Made 
For Autumn Landscapes 


with daytime temperatures 
above 90 
d egrees 
often 
results in heavy

These conditions usually 
occur during June, July and 
August in most areas of 
Texas.

deficiency of some of the 
major or minor elements. 
Most often this is associated 
with 
high 
preplant 
ap­ 
plications of nitrogen , 
E xtended 
periods 
of 
warm, windy weather with 
low humidity; 
E xtended 
periods 
of 
show ery, 
cool, 
overcast 
w eather 
during 
early 
spring; and 
Insects and diseases. 
The problem of poor fruit 
set due to high temperatures 
is most prevalent in the 
large 
slicing 
types 
com ­ 
monly produced in 
home 
gardens. Some of the larger 
tyoe tomatoes which do have 
an ability to set under 
som ew hat 
higher 
tem ­ 
perature conditions include: 
Big Set, Spring Giant, Spring 
Set and Im proved Sum ­ 
mertime.

Cherry

types of tomatoes do not 
exhibit the fruit set problem 
to the degree shown by the 
larger types.

Prior planning can mean a 
brightly colored landscape 
this fall, says an authority in 
landscaping. 
“Four popular plants are 
well-known 
for 
their 
fall 
brilliance,” points out Dr. 
William C. Welch, landscape 
horticulturist with the Texas 
A gricultural 
E xtension 
Service. 
“ They are the 
chrysanthem um , 
candle 
tree, 
copper 
plant 
and 
Joseph’s coat. 
Each 
has 
advantages and distinctions 
all its own; all have beauty 
and eye-pleasing color.” 
The 
chrysanthem um — 
simply called a mum—is 
considered the queen of fall 
flow ers. 
The 
plants, 
generally from 12 to 24 in­ 
ches tall, burst forth with 
colorful 
bloom s. 
Mums 


require a well-drained soil 
with ample water and fer­ 
tilizer. 
Use a high phosphorus 
fertilizer, such as 5-15-10, at 
the rate of two pounds per 
IOO 
square 
feet. 
Mums 
should be transplanted by 
June or early July Keep 
term inal 
buds 
pinched 
through July to promote side 
branching and more flowers. 
The candle tree boasts 
showy yellow flowers. These 
fall blooming plants are best 
used as backgrounds 
for 
wide flower beds. They also 
have attractive foliage over 
their height of four to six 
feet. 
Candle trees prefer rich, 
moist soil and should be 
fertilized each month with a 
complete fertilizer. A fer- 
Excess Water 
Hurts Fruits 


All home fruit trees need 
efficient water management 
in Texas. This is sometimes 
understood as w atering, 
however, it can also mean 
good drainage. 
Too much water is just as 
detrim ental as too little 
water. Many fruit such as 
peaches, figs, blueberries, 
p e r s i m m o n s 
a n d 
strawberries need very close 
attention 
to 
w ater 
management. 
These fruits cannot stand 
excessive moisture nor can 
they tolerate water stress. 
They should be planted on 
relatively well drained soil 
or on beds which are slightly 
above the existing soil level. 
This will allow rain to run 
off If water accumulates in 
the root zone of these fruits, 
oxygen will not be available 
and the plants will die. 
During seasons of water 
stress all weeds should be 
removed from 
under the 
tree. This can either be by 
hoeing or by hand removal, 
commonly called weeding. 
Once 
the 
w eeds 
are 
removed, the tree should be 
mulched as soon as possible 
to inhibit 
further 
weed 
growth. 
Common mulches include 
peat m oss, pine bark, grass 
clippings 
or 
a 
black 
polyetheline film . These 
fruits should also be watered 
thoroughly on a weekly basis 
if rains do not occur. 
Close attention should be 
payed to prevent excessive 
watering. Check the soil to

tilizer with the analysis of 5- 
15-10 at the rate of two 
pounds per IOO square feet of 
soil su rface w orks w ell 
although 
any 
balanced 
fertilizer should give a good 
response. 
Copper plants are a t­ 
tractive in summer as well 
as fall. The bronze foliage, 
the main reason it is grown, 
com bines well with fall 
flowers. While they can grow 
much larger, copper plants 
normally grow 15 to 30 in­ 
ches tall in moist, fertile soil. 
Copper plants do well with 
sim ilar amounts of fertilizer 
as used with candle trees 
and mums. 
Joseph’s coat, available in 
several varieties, is famous 
for its colors of red, orange, 
green and yellow. Usually 
under 15 inches tall, this 
native of Brazil 
is most 
commonly used as a low 
spreading border. Joseph’s 
coat also flourishes in a 
moist, well-fertilized soil and 
prefers a com plete and 
balanced fertilizer.

What’s black, like putty 
when wet, has large cracks 
when dry and usually has a 
house on it? 
If you say it’s the soil in 
your yard, you’re probably 
right. And, if so, you have 
my 
sym pathy! 
U nfor­ 
tunately, such black, heavy, 
clay soils are typical of this 
part of Texas. 
Our soils aren’t the best by 
any means—poorly drained, 
poorly 
aerated , 
usually 
packed, generally alkaline 
and suited mostly for native 
vegetation—and houses. 
U nfortunately, 
native 
vegetation doesn’t include 
tomatoes or beans, 
lawn 
grasses, marigolds or tulips 
or many of the ornamental 
trees and shrubs we’d like to 
grow in the home landscape. 
So what to do to make it 
b etter is the im portant 
question, 
since 
we 
can’t 
choose the soil as we choose 
the house. 


Well, if you're a part-time 
gardener, you already know 
that the best answer is the 
addition of organic m atter— 
any kind and in large - 
quantities. Organic m atter 
in the soil will 
improve 
drainage, 
aeration 
and 
fertility, will help loosen the 
soil for easier root growth 
and will acidify the soil. 


W hat’s the best organic 
m atter? The kind you can 
make yourself. We call it 
compost. 
Compost is the partially 
decom posed 
rem ains 
of 
plant m aterial—any kind of 
plan t 
m a te r ia l—g ra s s 
clippings, leaves, sawdust, 
wood shavings, 
vegetable 
tops, etc. 


How do I turn this trash to 
treasure, you say? 
Well, 
there are probably as many 
ways to make a compost pile 
as there are people who 
m ake 
them . 
B asically, 


however, there’s not much 
difference, 
as 
they 
all 
consist 
of 
some 
sort 
of 
retaining structure or en­ 
closure to keep the m aterial 
from blowing away. 


An inexpensive enclosure 
is a fence of hog wire or 
similar m aterial 
The size 
should be adequate for your 
needs—usually six feet in 
diam eter by three to four 
feet high is sufficient. Locate 
the compost pile in an out-of- 
the-way back corner of the 
backyard, preferably behind 
some screening shrubs—as 
it’s not exactly a thing of 
beauty! 


Once constructed, begin 
adding your organic m atter 
in layers about six inches 
thick. Then spread on top­ 
soil, peatmoss or decom­ 
posed cow manure. (This 
supplies the bacteria needed 
to decompose the “green’’ 
plant 
m aterial). 
Continue 


building up alternate six- 
inch layers. 
Leave a depression in the 
middle of the pile. Add water 
the first few days, then 
sprinkle periodically. Keep 
the compost pile moist but 
never allow it to become 
soggy and stay that way. 
Turning your compost pile 
every few weeks with a 
pitchfork or spade will 
h a ste n 
d e c o m p o sitio n . 
R em em ber that bacteria 
and microorganisms must 
have air to do their job of 
converting your wastes into 
useable compost. 
For each foot in height, 
throw on a few handfuls of 
nitrogen fertilizer. This will 
speed up the decomposition 
process and at the sam e time 
contribute 
to 
a 
rich er 
product when your compost 
is finished. 
Your finished com post 
should be ready for use in 
three to nine months. 


vestigate this problem," 
points out Cotner. Research 
has determined that bit­ 
terness 
is 
genetic 
and 
therefore can be inherited. 
This simply means that 
some varieties can be more 
bitter than others, but does 
not explain how differences 
within a variety can exist, or 
how bitterness can vary 
from fruit to fruit on the 
same plant. Such differences 
tend to indicate that bit­ 
terness is affected and 
controlled by other con­ 
ditions. 
“ It appears that any 
conditions that place the 
plant is stress can lead to 
bitter fruit,” explains the 
Texas 
A&M 
University 
System specialist. “Without 
a doubt, in Texas these 
conditions are low moisture, 
high temperature and low 
fertility. Any one of these 
conditions by itself may 
cause the problem, but 
generally it’s a combination 
of more than one of these 
factors. 
"Reports of bitter fruit 
generally occur in Texas 
during 
June, 
July 
and 
August but seldom early in 
the spring or late in the fall,” 
says 
Cotner. 
“ Young, 
vigorous growing plants 
seldom produce bitter fruit. 
Conditions early in the year 
are generally favorable for 
good growth.

“over-story” of tall trees 
and a 
lesser 
canopy 
of 
medium sized trees, large 
shrubs, arbors, fences and 
walls, all of which cast 
verying degrees of shade. 
In these situations home 
gardeners find their favorite 
sun-loving flowers no longer 
dependable 
perform ers. 
They m ay 
need 
to 
be 
replaced with other plants 
more adept at thriving in 
lower light levels. 
M a in ta in in g 
c o lo rfu l 
gardens in shady landscapes 
is 
m ade 
easy 
with 
shade-loving flowering and 
foliage plants now available 
in 
su b stan tial 
variety, 
thanks to m odern plant 
breeders. A basic three 
among shade-loving annuals 
which afford a fram e of color 
are wax (fibrous) begonias, 
impatiens and coleus. 
Begonias now com pete 
with petunias for gardener 
popularity. Their ability to 
thrive in either sun or partial 
shade has much to do with 
their 
increasing 
use. 
Another factor involved in 
the popularity of begonias is 
their varied color. 
W hite, pink-scarlet and 
red-flow er 
colors 
are 
available from 
extrem e 
dwarf heights to 14 inches. 
Begonias 
like 
a 
w ell­ 
prepared 
garden 
soil, 
loosened and liberally laced 
with organic m aterials, such 
as ground-up peat moss. 
This provides the moise, cool 
rooting 
environm ent 
in 
which begonias grow to 
perfection. 
Newer 
stra in s of im ­ 


patiens 
provide 
im ­ 
provements in the qualities 
home gardeners look for. 
Plants are vigorous, 
yet 
compact with an inbred trait 
for flowering in the shade 
The eight to 10-inch dwarf 
forms of impatiens will be 
literally sm othered with 
blooms in a range of color 
that includes white, pink, red 
orange, coral and orchid. 
Flowers are larger, too, up 
to two inches across. 
W’hile lovely as decorative 
flow ering plants growing 
directly in the ground under 
tree? and shrubs, impatiens 
also rank at the top as 
planting m aterial for con­ 
tainers and hanging baskets. 
Although 
these 
handsome 
shade lovers thrive in most 
semi-shady places, they do 
their best where it is fairly 
warm and humid with about 
four hours of sun each day. 


Thanks to its spectacular 
foliage, coleus infuses bright 
color into lightly-shaded 
areas of the garden. Once - 
litle appreciated by 
gar­ 
deners who were looking for 
noteworthy flowering, coleus 
is now growing popular as a 
brilliantly-colored 
leafy 
accent in the flower garden. 
Stunning new varieties of 
coleus have been developed 
by plant geneticists. Gar­ 
deners can pick and choose 
am ong standard-size and 
dwarf forms, plants with 
solid-margined leaves and 
plants with lightly or boldly- 
iobed edges.

Learning

Two Ways

orated rapidly in the 1950s

1960s. Some blamed 
weather changes and others 
said residue from giant oil 
burners of highrise apart­ 
ment houses built nearby 
caused the damage. After

was ploughed up and all- 
weather courts were in­ 
stalled 
In 1976, the tennis boom

Flushing, with a larger 
stadium and allweather 
courts on the drawing board, 
was approved. 


One of the greatest joys in 
life is to send up a successful 
lob. 
If you haven’t experienced 
the thrill of watching some 
startled guy scramble back to 
the baseline, desperately 
lunge for the ball, only to re- 
bound off the fence, it’s about 
time you learned how to lob. 
There are two types of lobs 
one offensive, the other de­ 
fensive — each requiring a 
different stroke. 
The offensive lob is used to 
occasionally surprise the ag­ 
gressive net player who likes 
ta crowd the net. It is hit low 
enough so he can’t run back 
to get it, and high enough so 
he can’t reach it. 
The technique for the offen­ 
sive lob is only slightly differ­ 
ent from that of the corre­ 
sponding groundstroke. 
At 
the point of contact the racket 
is beveled back a bit more. 
. Basically, it’s just a high 
looping forehand or back­ 
hand. 
Defensive lobs are used, 
not to surprise people, but 
simply to make them retreat 
to the baseline. 
The 
technique 
entails 
taxing a lower backswing and 
lifting the ball straight up in 
the air. It can be hit flat or 
with a 
slight amount of 
underspin, but it must be hit 
high. 
It might help to bend your 
knees more so you can get 
underneath the ball. Use the 
same 
grips 
and 
follow 
through liigher than usual. 
Don’t be timid with your 
lob. Hit it. Send it high enough 
so you have time to towel off 
and get back in the point. 
A commonly shared prob­ 
lem relative to lobbing is how 
to return a lob. Many swing 
their racket on a horizontal 
plane when the ball is 
descending on a vertical 
plane. The ball usually goes 
into the net. 
To prevent this from hap­ 
pening, return a lob with an­ 
other lob. This way you keep 
your stroke in the same plane 
as that of the ball. (Got it?) 
After improving your lob, 
try hard to resist the urge to 
giggle everytime you’ve hit a 
good one. It’s not polite.

Book Describes 
Rocky Marciano

Rocky 
Marciano 
was 
idolized by the sports world. 
Now, with the publication of 
his biography eight years af­ 
ter his death, he has been 
humanized. 
The book keeps alive his 
memory, says his brother, 
but in so doing, it has caused 
no small amount of con­ 
sternation among family and 
friends. 
“It just tears me 14) when 
people tell 
me 
the 
book 
tarnishes his image,” says 
I/rn Marciano. 
“We realized you couldn’t 
sell a book these days without 
making it believable. There 
was no point in it otherwise.” 
“Rocky Marciano, Biogra­ 
phy of a First Son,” by Ever­ 
ett M. Skehan, tells of the 
pride and the determination, 
the love of the man. 
It also tells of his tightness 
with money and his esca­ 
pades after retiring as unde­ 
feated heavyweight cham­ 
pion in 1956, and leaves un­ 
solved the disappearance of 


$2 million he was thought to 
be worth when he died in a 
plane crash in 1969. 
“Our mother has the old 
Italian stubbornness and 
pride,” Lou says. She read 
some of the manuscripts and 
didn’t want it out. 
“A lot of Rocky’s friends 
didn’t want it out, either. We 
got so much bad reaction, we 
almost shelved it just as it 
was finished. 
“The author said he under­ 
stood and would go along with 
whatever we decided.” 
Lou, IO years Rocky’s jun­ 
ior, says his brother would 
have wanted it out. 
“He would have said, ‘Tell 
it, hell with ’em .’ That’s the 
way he was.” 
Louis Marciano, 43, re­ 
ferred to by his family name, 
“Sonny,” in the book, fol­ 
lowed Rocky’s lead in chang­ 
ing his name from Marchegi- 
ano. He says he doesn’t mind 
getting some mileage out of 
it. 
Lou said his brother be­ 
lieved he won the title in a 
fight that was rigged against 
him. He said the gloves of 
Jersey Joe Walcott had 
something on them that 
blinded him for five or six 
rounds. Marciano won by 
knockout in the 13th. 
Rocky’s toughest opponent 
and, in his mind, the most un­ 
derrated heavyweight, was 
Ezzard Charles. 
On Muhammad Ali: 
“Rocky thought Ali had a 
lot of talent,” Lou said. “He 
would’ve loved to fight him. 
He knew he could beat him. 
Every tough fighter gave Ali 
a bad time, the guys that 
really went after him like Joe 


Frazier. 
“Ali is a poor infighter. 
Rocky was good inside with 
those short arms.” 
Rocky boxed with Ali 13 
years after his retirement for 
the filming of the computer 
fights that were supposed to 
determ ine 
the 
greatest 
heavyweight of all time. 
He found out just before his 
death that the computer de­ 
clared him the best ever. 
Lou says his brother retired 
at the age of 33 for several 
reasons. 
“He 
couldn’t stand 
the 
smell of the gym anymore; 
he had no more fields to con­ 
quer in boxing; 
he had 
enough money; his parents 
and his wife pleaded with him 
to quit, and he had a bad back 
that was becoming 
more 
painful with strenuous train­ 
ing. 
“He had to be in top condi­ 
tion for every fight. He exer­ 
cised too strenuously. 
He 
would train by punching un­ 
der water.” 
The comments of Lou Mar­ 
ciano, and the book, pub­ 
lished by Houghton Mifflin 
Co., point out the complexi­ 
ties of Rocky’s personality, 
along with the blow-by-blow 
description of his accom­ 
plishments in the ring.
